The action of the Ilarrisburg Conven- 


tion yesterda\ assures n Republican vic- 
tory in Pennsylvania this fall.

fact there is liappily no doubt. 
It was 


the first Republican convention which 
has met in the State for several years 
without a prearranged plan of action laid 
out for it to follow by the bosses. 
There 


was no "slntc," and no attempt to crack 
the boss whip over the delegates.

IIIUGRATION.— 


Special Agent Howcll, now at Plattsbui-g, 
N. Y., has called the attention of the 
United States Treasury Department to 
the large number of immigrants arriving 
at Quebec and Montreal, and says that 
many of them are almost destitute, hav- 
ing neither money nor friends, and are 
too 
feeble 
by 
reason of 
age 
or 


infirmity 
to 
support 
themselves. 


He says that most of this class are pau- 
pers, who have been assisted in procuring 
passage and. ticketed to points in the 
western parts of the United States. The 
special agent is informed that twenty- 
eight persons who had left Ireland only 
twenty days before were found helpless 
and starving in the streets of Buffalo, 
N. Y., and were committed to the Erie 
county almshouse on the 26th of June. 
All of these people come to the United 
States via Canada. The Canadian steam- 
ers engaged 
in importing cattle into 


Great Britain make very low rates for 
this class of immigrants from Ireland 
to Canada. He also says also that a large 
number of "State aided" immigrants 
arc to leave Fayrus, county of Limerick, 
Ireland, on the Allen steamer, and are to 
be sent at once from Canada into the 
United States.

Judge Hoadley feels this and has tried to 
ease matters a little by calling himself 
the Deader of the new Democracy. 
This 


device has not been a success, however, 
for the Bourbons regard tbe new appella- 
tion as a confession that the old Democ- 
racy was a concern to be ashamed of, and 
that they never will admit. It seems to 
us that the best way out is the adoption 
of an entirely new name—not one that 
requires explanation, but one which so 
exactly defines the party's attitude on 
current public questions that its fitness 
will be recognized at once by all men. 
We venture to suggest the Dodgers as a 
name of this sort. Nobody can deny that 
that fits the attitude of the party precisely 
at the present time. 


All the Democratic oracles are dodging 


with great activity. Judge Hoadley made 
a keynote speech in Ohio on Saturday 
night of last week, and dodged both the 
tariff and the uivil Service reform issues. 
All the Democratic newspapers are doing 
the same thing every day, when they de- 
cline to take any position on either of 
those all-important questions, and declare 
that _ the only issue to fight the next 
Presidential campaign on is that of turn- 
ing out the Republicans ond putting 
Democrats in their places. 
As for the 


Presidential aspirants, they are not only 
dodging the issues, they are also dodging 
me another, or rather one another's 
brickbats. All the anti-Tilden Democrats 
declare that the Sage is so feeble that he 
can neither walk nor stand unaided. All 
the Tilden Democrats deny this and say 
:ie is the most robust and indefatigable 
stair-climber and pedestrian in his party. 
Mr. Hendricks declared in an interview a 
few weeks ago that Democratic sentiment 
,n his State was so overwhelmingly in 
Favor of therenominationoftheold ticket 
;hat he had decided to waive his objec- 
tion to running again and would accept a 
renomination for the second place. 
Now 


comes a friend of ex-Senator McDonald 
saying that Mr. Hendricks is the only 
man in the State in favor • of tho old 
ticket, and that all other Indiana Demo- 
crats are eager to put Mr. McDonald at 
.he head of a new ticket for 1884. When 
this McDonald ticket was first announced 
"t stood McDonald and Vilas -the "sil- 
rer-tongued, broad-brained Vilas of Wis- 
consin"—and the issue on which the 
:ombination was to run was free trade. 
The issue has since been dropped, and the 
;ifted but unknown Vilas, as nearly as we 
:an make out, has been dropped with it, 
fir. McDonald, like all his rivals, is run- 
ning now as a Dodger on a dodging plat- 
r~rm. 


We trust the party will enter the cam- 


paign next year on this line of policy and 
adopt the name of Dodgers. A man with 
an almost completely bald head was sit- 
ing one day in a store on the frontier 
deeply engaged in conversation. As he 


nlkcd he raised his hand to his head 
every now and then and scratched ener- 
getically a small tuft of hair which still 
iugered behind the ears. 
A pioneer 


who had noticed this movement for^tmie 
line in silence, finally leaned forward and 
ouching the talker on the knee said in a 
onfidential manner: "I think, my friend, 
f you'd work him up into the "clearing 
ou'd catch him quicker." 
It is the 


:onfident hope of the Republicans that 
hey will be able to nork the Dodgers 
nto the clearing next year and catch 
hem as usual.—N. Y. Tribune.

SCIENTIFIC) MISCELLANY. 


For several months it has been known 


that the remarkable object which has been 
visible on the surface of Jupiter for sev- 
eral years has been growing fainter, and 
late observers announce that it is now 
scarcely perceptible. The spot, which is 
nearly 30,000 miles long and more than 
8,000 wide, has not changed materially in 
size, but its red color has faded until the 
"great red spot" has become almost indis- 
tinguishable from the surrounding parts 
of the planet. From its permanency of 
form and size it is evident that this spot 
cannot be a cloud .floating in Jupiter's at- 
mosphere, although it drifts like a cloud 
across the planet's disc. Various theories 
had been suggested to account for the 
phenomenon, but none of them appear 
quite satisfactory. 


From a consideration of the colors 


named by Homer a lecturer same time ago 
attempted to prove that the ancients were 
less sensitive to color variations than 
modern people. Prof. Thomas R. Price 
has since discussed Virgil's knowledge of 
colors and sensibly maintains that the 
words used for colors indicate the poverty 
of ancient language in color-names, and 
do not necessarily bear on the state of 
the colar sense. The human eye is capa- 
ble of finding in nature about 1,100 dis- 
tinguish-colors. Virgil had names for 
27 high colors nnd 15 more for shades 
due to degrees of illumination. Roget 
has 102 English color-names, and modern 
French is said to include not less than 
500. 


It is calculated that more than 40,000 


soldiers fall victims to malaria in Italy 
every year, and great numbers of work- 
ing people are attacked. 
A map pre- 


jared by the Italian Minister of War 
shows that of the country's provinces' 
only six arc free from malaria ; and in 21 
jrovinces its ravages are very severe.

,he hair by some peculiar chemical prop- 
erty. 
Dr. Hanks, the president of the 


Academy, referred to the case of a wo- 
nan who had half the lashes of one eye 
changed to snow white, which she attrib- 
uted to the annoyance suffered from the 
>ersistent gaze of a wall-eyed admirer, 
vlio had white lashes on the defective 
:ye. 
Dr Walter Smith relates the case

The difference between the air 


and the river temperature is two degrees 
during the seven months from May to 
November, and only seven-tenths of a 
degree from December to April. The 
river temperature reaches its highest 
monthly 
average— 05.70 
degrees—in 


July, and its lowest—39.4 degrees—in 
January.

Nordenskjold will try to learn something 
this Summer concerning Greenland's un- 
known interior, which is supposed—with- 
out good reason, the Baron thinks—to be 
deeply buried under a vast field of per- 
petual ice. 
Prof. Fries—who shares

novel suggestion that part of Greenland 
should be colonized by mountain Lapps, 
whose nomadic habits would probably 
lead them to pretty thorough explora- 
tions of the 
surrounding territory, by 


which our knowledge of the region might 
be extended.

as they would be unrestricted in their 
wanderings and would 
find abundant 


forage for their reindeer herds, while the 
cold is no more severe than in their na- 
tive mountains in Lapland.
